This modernized ver- 
sion of ‘Home, Sweet 
Home”’ is the permanent 
headquarters of the Gen- 
eral Federation of Wom- 
en’s Clubs, and was built 
to further the aims of the 
Better Homes in America 
Campaign. It was con- 
structed under the super- 
vision of Donn Barber, the 
well-known architect. 

It was officially opened 
on June 4th, 1923, by 
President Harding, ground 
having been broken for it 
several weeks before by 
Herbert Hoover. 

The general plan and 
dimensions of the original 
have been closely followed 
except that a window has 
been added onto the front 
both upstairs and down, 
making the entrance hall 
exactly in the center of 
the building. Also con- 
crete blocks stuccoed, and 
a black slate roof have been used instead of shingles. 


Our Back Cover

at Easthampton, L. I., now owned by Mr. G. H. Buik.

./ When the Westinghouse Electric Co. requested © 
/ us to co-operate with them in a six weeks’ series 
/ of experiments in growing plants by the aid of 
“ electric light. We gladly placed our Seed Testing House 
~ at Baldwin, L. I. at their disposal, and undertook to do “@& 
the necessary planting; because we felt, as always, very much “% 
interested in scientific research on the subject of plant growth. We 
knew that but little had been done in the way of growing plants by 
the aid of electric light heretofore, and so were glad to participate. 

We were well aware that in the continuous daylight of the Alaskan 
summer, vegetables and plants mature in about one half the time 
required in our latitude, because we have a number of customers in 
Alaska who grow our seeds. Mr. C.0O. Walker of Skaguay, “‘the most 
northern florist in the world”’ recently sent to us a photo showing sweet 
peas from Henderson’sseed growing 8 feet high and covered with blooms. 

The six weeks’ test certainly did tend to show that electric light | 
accelerates very considerably the germination of seeds and the 
growth of seedlings. i 

Experts who inspected the tests during the-sixth week considered 
that most of the plants subjected to the electric light were about 14 
days ahead of plants grown under ordinary conditions in another 
part of the-house. 

The experiments were started early in September, when 12 varieties 
of vegetable seeds and 12 varieties of flower seeds were sown in shal- 
low flats; two sets of flats being sown, one set for growing under the 
electric light and one set for growing in the ordinary way. They 
were all grown in the same house and under the same conditions 
excepting that when the electric light was turned on a large oil-cloth 
curtain dividing the two sections was let down. The light was 
svitched on every night at 8 P. M. and automatically shut itself off 
at 1:00 A. M. 

The general results have established the following facts: ; : : 

1. That there is an analogy between the radiant energy of sunlight and that of an incandescent electrie light because the plants receiving the 
additional electric light were decidedly more vigorous and of a richer green color than those not receiving it. (see the illustrations on this page). 
In each case the larger plant shown was subjected to the electric light, thus demonstrating its stimulating effect. 

2. That plants having a broad leaf surface were stimulated more than others. 3. That light should be applied only in carefully chosen hours. 


EXPERIMENTS WITH BULBOUS PLANTS 

Continuing work along these lines we have placed one of our large Testing House’s on Arlington Ave., Jersey City, at the disposal of the 
Westinghouse Co. for a still more complete experiment with bulbous plants such as Easter Lilies, Narcissus, Tulips, Hyacinths and other 
flowers raised by Florists to meet seasonal demands. 

This experiment will be practicai in its nature and will demonstrate whether or not it will pay commercially to grow these plants by the aid of 
electric light. Peter Henderson & Co. wiil plant and grow the bulbs in the usual way on both sides of the testing house, but when the electric light 
is turned on one side will be shielded from it. 

The Westinghouse Co. will install and operate the electric plant necessary, and make notes of the results, publish them in the press and in 
various magazines about March Ist next. We, ourselves will also publish the results in the next edition of this Catalogue.

years. It will be found that all of these may safely be planted in the summer 
and early fall. 

Succession sowings should be made of most vegetables throughout the 
Summer and early Fall to supply the table, but when vegetables are wanted 
for canning purposes or for storing it is better to sow seed late in the summer. 
Then, as the crops mature late, they keep longer. 

Vegetables. maturing in the late Fall are hardier and therefore better for 
storing in winter. Below we print a list of vegetable seeds suitable for 
sowing in June, July, August and September in the latitude of New York.

Although Cauliflower may be grown as easily as Cabbage, many, 
through lack of knowledge of the best methods of cultivation, may 
meet with failure. We urge those who are not familiar with its cul- 
tivation to read carefully the pamphlet we have prepared on Cabbage 
and Cauliflower growing, wherein we have tried to point the way to 
success. We may say here briefly, that success depends on growing 
a large plant, and that, as Cauliflower is essentially a cool weather 
plant, this cannot be done in the hot summer months, therefore, the 
earliest outdoor crop must be grown from seed sown under glass in 
February, so that the crop will mature by June Ist; for fall use, it 
should be sown late in May, so that best development may be made 
during the cooler weather of September and October.

~ HINTS ON CULTURE OF FLOWER SEEDS 


| Brief cultural instructions are printed on the back of our Flower seed packets and in more detail in our booklet ‘‘Hendeyson’s Flowers for American Gardens”’

SEED SOWING Most cases of failure of seeds to come up are due to unsuitable soil conditions. It is mechanically impossible that young seedlings can 
id their shoots upwards through soil which is hard and packed, neither can tender rootlets pierce downward in such soil. The result is an abortive effort 
grow. So let the soil, either in the cold frame, or the permanent bed, be well dug and pulverized. Fine soil should be sifted on top to at least an inch in 
om and if heavy or clayey, lightened with sand.

The right way The wrong way 
Seed sowing in permanent beds is accomplished in the same way, but of course is not done until May 10th to May

lacking a cold frame plant all their annuals outdoors about May 10th, in a temporary seed-bed located along a 
south wall, and protected from the sun by a strip of cloth three feet wide and as long as the bed.
